thank goodness, Frances Wittich is 
capably carrying-on at her little 
store at 221 East Main Street, and 
we can there still get some of Wit­ 
tich’s fine candy.

NEW YORK UP—Tax hunting will 
keep state and local governments 
busier than ever next year just 
trying to catch up with their own 
growth. 
It’s getting harder to find a new 
tax source or to squeeze more out 
of an old one, while the way the 
legislatures and city fathers spend 
the money they collect or borrow, 
and the purposes they favor, are 
likely to set off more debates than 
ever. 
Much of the taxes they do collect 
will have been earm arked in an 
earlier era for some specific pur­ 
pose important then. This will leave 
the fathers next year wondering 
where to find the money to provide 
the new services demanded by 
their mushrooming populations. 
The state and local governments 
are falling farther behind — and 
therefore borrowing more to make 
up the deficit—in financing through 
taxes the new schools, highways, 
water and sewer facilities that the 
rush to the suburbs and the mech­ 
anization of America has made 
their people desire and expect. 
And in seeking new tax sources 
the states and local governments 
must compete with the federal gov­ 
ernment. The U.S. Census Bureau 
reporting on 1954, its latest figures, 
gives federal tax collections as 62Va 
billion dolars and state and local 
taxes as ll billion each. 
The states are spending money 
much faster than that, and their 
debts are mounting. The Census 
Bureau reports that in mid-1953 
state and local debt totalled 34 bil­ 
lion dollars. By mid-1955 this had 
soared to more than 43 billion. 
The federal government, curious 
about the trend, asked the state 
and local units about their building 
plans for the next IO years and 
found that those already visualized 
came to almost 28 billion. 
Cities and their new suburbs, 
where the demand for services is 
the loudest, are having the most 
trouble keeping even. The U. S. 
Chamber of Commerce, studying 
the tax problems of 481 cities with 
population of 25,000 or more, re­ 
ports that in 1954 they spent almost 
six billion dollars while taking in 
less than six billion, only four bil­ 
lion of which was directly from 
their own tax collections, and bor-

NEW YORK Lf'—Cotton farmers 
Toting today on marketing quotas 
for nex t y ear’s crop are entangled 
in world problems as well as the 
domestic ones. 
The cotton surplus problem has 
a part in such things as the United 
States and Russia jockey ing for the 
friendship of Egy pt. It is inv olv ed 
in the American tex tile mills’ quar­ 
rel with the Japanese tex tile in­ 
dustry . It will be watched by the 
millhands in Manchester, England. 
In this country there are sec­ 
tional disputes as well. The inter­ 
ests of the 
southeastern 
cotton 
grower with a small farm aren’t 
the same as those of the big acre­ 
age farmer in the irrigated South­ 
west. 
There are also the basic disputes 
between the tex tile mill operators 
who think the price of cotton is 
held artificially high and the cot­ 
ton farmer who fears any change 
that might pull the rug out from 
under his income. 
And there is the dispute, com­ 
mon to all farm products that are 
gov ernment price supported, be­ 
tween the city tax pay er who puts 
up a large share of the support 
money while pay ing high prices for 
food and clothing made of farm 
products and the farmers who see 
their incomes slowly but steadily 
dipping. 
Right now the whole muddle is 
twice confounded because the farm 
problem is becoming so entangled 
with party politics that the objec­ 
tiv e v iew will be hard to sight 
amid the clutter of partisan elec- 
tion-y ear statements. 
The United States now has a cot­ 
ton supply on hand of more than 
25 million bales, domestic mills 
use about nine million bales a y ear. 
Of the remaining 16 million bales, 
some 1% million may mov e ov er­ 
seas through v arious foreign aid 
programs, and some 2V* to 3 mil­ 
lion more may be ex ported through 
regular trade channels. 
That will leav e the United States 
holding some 13 to 14 million bales 
on unsold cotton in addition to 
whatev er the cotton farmers grow 
in the coming season, as set by 
today ’s 
v oting on 
limitation 
of 
acreage to be planted this spring.

American Growers 
Voting Today On 
Marketing Quotas

NEW YORK Lf)—Cotton farmers 
voting today on marketing quotas 
for next year’s crop are entangled 
In world problems as well as the 
domestic ones. 
The cotton surplus problem has 
a part in such things as the United 
States and Russia jockeying for the 
friendship of Egypt. It is involved 
in the American textile mills’ quar­ 
rel with the Japanese textile in­ 
dustry. It will be watched by the 
millhands in Manchester, England. 
In this country there are sec­ 
tional disputes as well. The inter­ 
ests of the 
southeastern cotton 
grower with a small farm aren’t 
the same as those of the big acre­ 
age farmer in the irrigated South­ 
west. 
There are also the basic disputes 
between the textile mill operators 
who think the price of cotton is 
held artificially high and the cot­ 
ton farmer who fears any change 
that might pull the rug out from 
under his income. 
And there is the dispute, com­ 
mon to all farm products that are 
government price supported, be­ 
tween the city taxpayer who puts 
up a large share of the support 
money while paying high prices for 
food and clothing made of farm 
products and the farmers who see 
their incomes slowly but steadily 
dipping. 
Right now the whole muddle is 
twice confounded because the farm 
problem is becoming so entangled 
with party politics that the objec­ 
tive view will be hard to sight 
amid the clutter of partisan elec- 
tion-year statements. 
The United States now has a cot­ 
ton supply on hand of more than 
25 million bales, domestic mills 
use about nine million bales a year. 
Of the remaining 16 million bales, 
some 1% million may move over­ 
seas through various foreign aid 
programs, and some 2J4 to 3 mil­ 
lion more may be exported through 
regular trade channels. 
That will leave the United States 
bolding some 13 to 14 million bales 
on unsold cotton in addition to 
whatever the cotton farmers grow 
in the coming season, as set by 
today’s 
voting on 
limitation 
of 
acreage to be planted this spring.

SEVERAL y ears ago fo rmer President 
Truman, then in o ffice, pro po sed that the 
go v ernment build steel mills. The indus­ 
try , he said, wasn’t pro v iding the capacity 
the natio n needed fo r co nstructio n, manu­ 
factures and o ther purpo ses. 
The pro po sal was assailed lustily in and 
o ut o f Co ngress. Britain was then natio n­ 
alizing industries. Oppo nents regarded the 
Truman pro po sal as an entering wedge to 
go v ernment o wnership o f key industries 
and ultimately to tal so cialism. 
The increase in steel pro ductio n since 
the Truman pro po sal wras released has 
been greater than co uld co nceiv ably hav e 
been achiev ed under so cialism. Pro ductio n 
this y ear is at the reco rd clip o f 116 m il­ 
lio n to ns, which is 3 0 millio n to ns mo re 
than was pro duced fiv e y ears ago . The in­ 
dustry has no t o nly built mo re plants but 
has fo und new so urces o f iro n o re at ho me 
and abro ad. 
Despite this ex pansio n, the co untry is 
again sho rt o f steel. So me manufacturers 
hav e been fo rced to cut back pro ductio n 
schedules, seek steel in the black markets 
o r take o ther drastic actio n. There are pre­ 
dictio ns that so me industries will be co m­ 
pelled to cut pro ductio n in the first auar- 
ter o f 19 5 6 unless the flo w o f metal im­ 
pro v es. 
If current sho rtages persist, the s t e e l 


pands with demand. If the go v ernment 
o wned the industry , it wo uld pro bably tell 
tho se clamo ring fo r steel to chase them­ 
selv es.

The pro po sal to include Mo ngo lia in the 
membership o f the United Natio ns is a dis 
ho nest trick, designed to bring Red China 
into that bo dy by ano ther name. 
O u t e r 
Mo ngo lia is by all the rules o f internatio n­ 
al law a pro v ince o f Red China. It has 
nev er been reco gnized as a so v ereign state 
ex cept by Red China and the So v iet Uni­ 
v ersal State. 
The Mo ngo ls under Genghis Khan and 
his descendants in the 12th Century co n­ 
quered bo th Russia and China, as well as 
India. On the who le, it can be said that the 
Mo ngo ls were better co nquero rs than ad­ 
ministrato rs. They lacked a sense o f na­ 
tio nality ; they were no t race co nscio us no r 
did they hav e religio us prejudices. 
Therefo re they were abso rbed by tho se 
who m they co nquered. Leav ing their lair in 
the v icinity o f Lake Baikal a po werful peo ­ 
ple. they changed into a so ft, effete race in 
a sho rt time and were o v erco me in Russia 
by the Duke o f Mo sco v y , in China by the 
Ming Dy nasty and in India by the British. 
The descendants o f the Mo ngo ls are ev ery ­ 
where in small po ckets u n d e r v ario us 
names. 
Mo ngo lia is an undefined territo ry ly ing 
between Siberia and China, sparsely set­ 
tled, abo ut 1,7 00.000 square miles in area. 
Up to abo ut 19 25 , these Mo ngo ls liv ed in a 
pre-Genghis Khan eco no my and s o c i a l 
structure, grazing sheep, ho rses and cattle. 
Abo ut o ne quarter o f their land is desert, 
with small riv ers that disappear. S i n c e 
19 25 , there has been a degree o f industrial­ 
izatio n and urbanizatio n. The richest area 
is in the Altai mo untains which is well 
watered. 
Ho wev er, the Go bi Desert alo ne co v ers 
abo ut 200,000 square miles, and no impo r­ 
tant culture can ex ist there. The Mo ngo ls 
therefo re, hav e o ften in their histo ry been 
mills can be depended upo n to enlarge fo rced to push fo rward fo r fo o d. Urga, a 
their facilities again. Priv ate enterprise ex - city with which I hav e so me familiarity , is 
the mo st impo rtant in the entire regio n. 
Because o f geo graphical pro pinquity and 
Russian activ ity , ev en under the Czars, 
while all the pro v inces o f Mo ngo lia were 
part o f China, the pull o f sentiment was to ­ 
ward Russia. The Chinese tried to so lv e 
this particular pro blem by sending ho rdes 
o f Chinese into Mo ngo lia fo r permanent 
settlement, as China had do ne successfully 
in Manchuria. 
Ho wev er, the Mo ngo ls resented Chinese 
o ccupatio n, a resentment that was stimu­ 
lated by the Russians and by Mo ngo ls who 
liv ed in Siberia, in such cities as Irkutsk, 
Verkne-Udinsk, Kiakhta and Chita. 
After the Rev o lutio n o f 19 11 in China 
Russia set up a pro tecto rate o f Mo ngo lia, 
particularly as the Mo ngo l prinCes c o n- 
tended that they o wed no lo y alty to the Re­ 
public o f China, o nly to the Manchu Em ­ 
pero rs who had been dethro ned. 
Outer Mo ngo lia made itself independent 
o f China but under the pro tectio n o f Rus­ 
sia; Inner Mo ngo lia co nsisted o f Chinese 
pro v inces. In a series o f secret treaties 
with Japan, beginning in 19 12, Mo ngo lia

Pets Make Nice Gifts 
Fo r Yo ur Yo ungsters 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESiN, M.D. 
HAVE y ou 
been 
wondering 
what to g ive y our y oung sters for 
Christmas? How about a p et—a 
dog or a cat? 
While not all kinds of p ets are 
suitable for a home with a baby 
or y oung child, dog s and cats 
g enerally are Ideal. There are, of 
course, certain qualifications. 
Small Baby 
For one thing , don’t sit a small 
baby on the floor nex t to a dog 
and leave them to become ac­ 
quainted in their own way . The 
baby ’s way naturally would be to 
y ank the animal’s tall or ear, 
twist its p aw or p oke its ribs. 
Althoug h most dog s will suffer 
this unintentional abuse from a 
y oung ster much more readily 
than they would from an adult, 
an animal can’t be ex p ected to 
p ut up with it for hours on end. 
Baby mig ht be nip p ed. 
Besides, a frolicking y oung dog 
can easily bowl over a tot, result­ 
ing in a scratch or two or may be 
a p ainful bump on the nog g in. 
Few Simp le Rules 
Train the dog to obey a few 
simp le commands such as “sit” 
or “lie down” before p ermitting 
the baby to p lay with him. And 
then keep an ey e on them for a 
coup le of months or at least until 
y ou can teach the baby that 
Bowser does not alway s ap p reci­ 
ate his affectionate p okes. 
Children and dog s seem to 
hav e a natural affinity for one 
another. Dog s g enerally are very 
reliable and both love and un­ 
derstand kids. For these reasons 


they make ex cellent p ets. 
Kittens, too, usually g et along 
p retty well with y oung sters. 
Older cats, however, are ap t to 
have little p atience with them 
and p robably p refer adult com-, 
p anionship . There are ex cep tions * 
to this, of course. I p ersonally 
know one family whose two- 
y ear-old cat and y ear-old baby 
g et along fine. 
But ag ain, abuse of a cat or 
kitten by a well-meaning y oung ­ 
ster can mean a few scratches. 
And since cats usually are more 
difficult to train than dog s, p er­ 
hap s y ou had better concentrate 
y our Instructions on the child. 
One more thing . If y our y oung ­ 
ster is under eig ht y ears old, 
don’t buy him a p et with the ex ­ 
p ectation that he will be solely 
resp onsible for its care. A child 
that y oung can’t be ex p ected to 
assume that much resp onsibility . 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
M. J.: My husband comp lains 
of a burning sensation in his 
stomach and has frequent bloody 
bowel mov ements.

Answer: It is imp ossible to tell ;

It is most advisable for him to 
have a comp lete p hy sical ex ami­ 
nation, including X-ray s and

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REMEDY FOR SHORTAGE 
SEVERAL years ago former President 
Truman, then in office, proposed that the 
government build steel mills. The indus­ 
try, he said, wasn’t providing the capacity 
the nation needed for construction, manu­ 
factures and other purposes. 
The proposal was assailed lustily in and 
out of Congress. Britain was then nation­ 
alizing industries. Opponents regarded the 
Truman proposal as an entering wedge to 
government ownership of key industries 
and ultimately total socialism. 
The increase in steel production since 
the Truman proposal was released has 
been greater than could conceivably have 
been achieved under socialism. Production 
this year is at the record clip of 116 m il­ 
lion tons, which is 30 million tons more 
than was produced five years ago. The in­ 
dustry has not only built more plants but 
has found new sources of iron ore at home 
and abroad. 
Despite this expansion, the country is 
again short of steel. Some manufacturers 
have been forced to cut back production 
schedules, seek steel in the black markets 
or take other drastic action. There are pre­ 
dictions that some industries will be com­ 
pelled to cut production in the first quar­ 
ter of 1956 unless the flow of metal im­ 
proves. 
If current shortages persist, the s t e e l 
mills can be depended upon to enlarge 
their facilities again. Private enterprise ex­ 
pands with demand. If the government 
owned the industry, it would probably tell 
those clamoring for steel to chase them­ 
selves. 


SIMPLIFIED P. O. RULE 
ANY PERSON who has received a pack­ 
age in the mail without any explanation 
and a day or two later received the letter 
explaining it—or anyone who has received 
a letter to the effect that a publication or 
item is being sent “under separate cover” 
—will applaud the Post Office’s new 60-day 
trial of a new rule permitting patrons to 
enclose letters in packages. 
Under the new system a letter is enclos­ 
ed in the package, three cents added to 
the postage for the package and both are 
delivered to the addressee simultaneously. 
Under the former rule it was necessary to 
paste the letter on the outside in a sepa­ 
rate envelope or send it solo. 
What is baffling about this new rule is 
this: Why didn’t someone think of this 
years ago?

The proposal to include Mongolia in the 
membership of the United Nations is a dis­ 
honest trick, designed to bring Red China 
into that body by another name. O u t e r 
Mongolia is by all the rules of internation­ 
al law a province of Red China. It has 
never been recognized as a sovereign state 
except by Red China and the Soviet Uni­ 
versal State. 
The Mongols under Genghis Khan and 
his descendants in the 12th Century con­ 
quered both Russia and China, as well as 
India. On the whole, it can be said that the 
Mongols were better conquerors than ad­ 
ministrators. They lacked a sense of na­ 
tionality; they were not race conscious nor 
did they have religious prejudices. 
Therefore they were absorbed by those 
whom they conquered. Leaving their lair in 
the vicinity of Lake Baikal a powerful peo­ 
ple, they changed into a soft, effete race in 
a short time and were overcome in Russia 
by the Duke of Moscovy, in China by the 
! Ming Dynasty and in India by the British. 
The descendants of the Mongols are every­ 
where in small pockets u n d e r various 
names. 
Mongolia is an undefined territory lying 
between Siberia and China, sparsely set­ 
tled, about 1,700.000 square miles in area. 
Up to about 1925, these Mongols lived in a 
pre-Genghis Khan economy and s o c i a l 
structure, grazing sheep, horses and cattle. 
About one quarter of their land is desert, 
with small rivers that disappear. S i n c e 
1925, there has been a degree of industrial­ 
ization and urbanization. The richest area 
is in the Altai mountains which is well 
watered. 
However, the Gobi Desert alone covers 
about 200,000 square miles, and no impor­ 
tant culture can exist there. The Mongols 
therefore, have often in their history been 
forced to push forward for food. Urga, a 
city with which I have some familiarity, is 
the most important in the entire region. 
Because of geographical propinquity and 
Russian activity, even under the Czars, 
while all the provinces of Mongolia were 
part of China, the pull of sentiment was to­ 
ward Russia. The Chinese tried to solve 
this particular problem by sending hordes 
of Chinese into Mongolia for permanent 
settlement, as China had done successfully 
in Manchuria. 
However, the Mongols resented Chinese 
occupation, a resentment that was stimu­ 
lated by the Russians and by Mongols who 
lived in Siberia, in such cities as Irkutsk, 
Verkne-Udinsk, Kiakhta and Chita. 
After the Revolution of 1911 in China 
Russia set up a protectorate of Mongolia, 
particularly as the Mongol princes c o n- 
tended that they owed no loyalty to the Re­ 
public of China, only to the Manchu Em­ 
perors who had been dethroned. 
Outer Mongolia made itself independent 
of China but under the protection of Rus­ 
sia; Inner Mongolia consisted of Chinese 
provinces. In a series of secret treaties 
with Japan, beginning in 1912, Mongolia 
was divided into two spheres of influence, 
one Russian, the other Japanese. China 
never recognized these arrangements as 
valid, but China did, in 1913, recognize the 
autonomy of Outer Mongolia, Czarist Rus­ 
sia recognized China a suzerain. This was 
confirmed by the Treaty of Kiakhta in 1915.

Pets Make Nice Gifts 
For Your Youngsters

w hat to give your youngsters for 
C hristm as? How about a pet—a 
dog or a cat? 
W hile not all kinds of pets are 
suitable for a hom e w ith a baby 
or young child, dogs and cats 
generally are ideal. T here are, of 
course, certain qualifications. 
Small Baby 
For one thing, don’t sit • sm all 
baby on th e floor next to a dog 
and leave them to become ac­ 
quainted in th eir own way. The 
baby’s way n aturally would be to 
yank th e an im al’s tail or ear, 
tw ist Its paw or poke its ribs. 
A lthough m ost dogs will suffer 
this u n intentional abuse from a 
youngster 
m uch 
m ore 
readily 
th a n they would from an adult, 
an anim al c a n ’t be expected to 
put up w ith it for hours on end. 
Baby m ight be nipped. 
Besides, a frolicking young dog 
can easily bowl over a tot, resu lt­ 
ing in a scratch ar two or maybe 
a painful bum p on the noggin. 
Faw Simple Rules 
T rain the dog to obey a few 
sim ple com m ands such as “sit" 
or “lie down" before perm itting 
the baby to play w ith him . And 
then keep an eye on them for a 
couple of m onths or a t least until 
you can teach the baby th a t 
Bowser does not always appreci­ 
ate his affectionate pokes. 
C hildren and dogs seem to 
have a n atu ra l affinity for one 
another. Dogs generally are very 
reliable and both love and un­ 
derstand kids. For these reasons 


they m ake excellent pets. 
K ittens, too, usually get along 
p re tty w ell w ith y o u n g ste rs. 
Older cats, however, are ap t to 
have little patience w ith them 
and probably prefer adult com -^ 
panionshlp. T here are exceptions" 
to this, of course. I personally 
know one 
fam ily whose two- 
year-old cat and year-old baby 
get along fine. 
B ut again, abuse of a cat or 
kitten by a w ell-m eaning young­ 
ster can m ean a few scratches. 
And since cats usually are m ore 
difficult to tra in th a n dogs, per­ 
haps you had better concentrate 
your instructions on the child. 
One m ore thing. If your young- £ 
ster is under eight years old, 
don’t buy him a pet w ith the ex­ 
pectation th a t he will be solely 
responsible for its care. A child 
th a t young c a n ’t be expected to 
assum e th a t m uch responsibility. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
M. J.; My husband com plains 
of a burning sensation In his 
stom ach and has frequent bloody 
bowel m ovem ents.

WASHINGTON UPi-The number 
of big farms, those 1,000 acres and 
over, has doubled in the last 30 
years, the Census Bureau says. 
In the same period the propor­ 
tion of very small farms, having 
less than IO acres, also has in­ 
creased markedly because of the 
trend toward part-time farming by 
city folk who like country life and 
farmers who want city jobs. 
There has been a striking de­ 
crease in the number of medium 
sized farms of IO to IOO acres. 
There also has been a decline in 
the total number of farms. 
The bureau, in one of a series 
of reports on the 1954 census of 
agriculture, disclosed there were 
130,463 farms of 1,000-plus acres in 
that year as against 63,328 in 1925. 
As the mechanization of farm­ 
ing has increased, operators have 
found themselves able to handle 
more land, the bureau said. The 
trend toward mergers of farms has 
permitted operators to use modern 
power equipment more fully and 
efficiently.

confirmed the fact that Mongolia 
is a Russian satellite.

NEW YORK ‘Jf) — A p eacetim e 
consu mer shop p ing sp ree sent the 
nation’s 1955 retail trade to a hith­ 
erto u ndreamed-of high of 185 bil­ 
lion dollars. 
That’s the total amou nt of mon­ 
ey that shop p ers p lu nked down in 
cash or p u t on the cu ff in retail 
establishments this y ear. 
It eclip sed the p rev iou s record 
of $170,741,000,000 set in 1953. It 
rep resented a thu mp ing gain of 
nine p er cent ov er the 1954 total 
of $170,640,000,000. 
Du ring most of the y ear, p rices 
of many items sold at retail were 
lower than at any time since Ko­ 
rea. Bu t by Christmas they were 
mov ing u p again. Chances were 
that y ou ’d p ay higher p rices in 
1956 for almost ev ery thing ex cep t 
food. 
Much of this y ear’s record bu y ­ 
ing was done on the “easy p ay ­ 
ment p lan.” Consu mers hu ngry for 
the gleaming p rodu cts of U.S. in­ 
du stry ex tended their credit to the 
limit; by the end of October they 
were in hock to the tu ne of nearly 
35 billion dollars, not cou nting w hat 
they owed on their homes. 
Looking ahead, astu te retailers 


figu red on the p ossibility that the 
bu y ing binge might cool off a bit 
as 
installm ent 
shop p ers 
settled 
down to the chore of meeting their 
monthly p ay ments. 
Slu gging it ou t with the dep art­ 
ment store was the cu t-rate dis­ 
cou nt hou se, which gained a strong­ 
er foothold in most p arts of the 
cou ntry . Some 95 p er cent of all 
electrical ap p liances sold in the 
sp rawling city of New York were 
mov ed throu gh discou nt channels. 
Under increasingly heav y fire 
was the p rincip le of “ fair trade”— 
the theory that the m anu factu rer 
of a p rodu ct has the ex clu siv e 
right to say what its final retail 
p rice shall be. 
By y ear’s end, fair trade had 
been ou tlawed by cou rt decision in 
the state of Nebraska, while the

If hog prices follow the 
same 
trend they have in the past they 
should improve during the early 
months of 1956 over present prices, 
in the opinion of an extension 
marketing specialist at Ohio State 
University. 
C. C. Bowen cites a IO percent 
increase in this Fall’s pig crop as 
one factor influencing his predic­ 
tions for next year. Fall-farrowed 
pigs will be going to m arket next 
March, April and May. Bowen be­ 
lieves farm ers will be wise to sell 
these anim als at weights of from 
210 to 215 pounds, regardless 
of 
m arket prices, rather than feed 
them to heavier weights. 
The size of the 1956 Spring pig 
crop may depend, to some ex­ 
tent, Bowen says, on how much 
corn 
goes 
under 
government 
price supports next year. The ef­ 
ficient producer probably 
can 
market 
corn 
more 
profitably 
through hogs than by selling it 
on the open market. 
The m arketing specialist expects 
hog prices for the whole of 1956 to 
average about the sam e as 
this 
year. Prices in the last half of 
next year shouldn’t go any lower 
than they have this Fall. T h e y 
m ight be slightly higher, 
Bowen 
says. 
The spread between open m ar­ 
ket and support prices of cora may 
increase com acreage allotment 
compliance next year and thus re­ 
duce 1956 Fall farrowings. 
This, 
plus the fact that the hog produc­ 
tion cycle m ay have about reach­ 
ed its peak, 
could 
mean better 
prices in 1957, Bowen says.

When buying a holding tank for 
milk, 
farm ers 
should 
look 
for 
those tanks which meet 3-A san­ 
itary 
standards, 
according 
to 
Frank Koval, extension specialist 
in dairy technology at Ohio State 
University. 
These standards are set up by 
representatives of the dairy in­ 
dustry and health officials, and 
serve as a guide to tank manu­ 
facturers in terms of 
sanitary 
requirements, Koval says. Such 
standards minimize the possibil­ 
ities of a tank not meeting local 
health regulations. To conform 
with the standards, tanks must 
meet certain specifications. Ko­ 
val lists some of the most im ­ 
portant ones as follows: 
All milk contact surfaces must 
be made of stainless steel and the 
surfaces must be easy to clean. 
The tanks must be insulated to 
prevent any significant variation 
in tem perature once the milk is 
cooled down to the required tem ­ 
perature. 
Cooling must be accomplished 
at 50 degrees Fahrenheit within 
one hour after milking and 40 
degrees Fahrenheit within t w o 
hours after milking. 
A means of agitation shall 
be 
provided to insure uniform 
mix­ 
ture of milkfat throughout. 
Each tank shall have a means 
of measuring the milk. The m eas­ 
uring device must have the same 
serial number as that of the tank 
for which the device is to be used.

U.S. Stock Market Chalks 
Greatest Boom In History 
NEW YORK (jn—The stock m ar­ 
ket raced through the greatest 
boom in its history this year. 
Nothing seemed to stand in its 
path. The old bug-a-boo about 1929 
high prices was swept aside with 
little concern. One record after an­ 
other fell by the wayside. And the 
m arket met and passed its most 
severe .test since the panic days 
of 1929. 
Profits made during the year 
were, to use an understatement, 
high—an estimated 35 to 38 billion 
dollars. Those profits were to an 
unmeasurable extent on paper, of 
course, but, as a broker once re­ 
marked, dollar bills also are print­ 
ed on paper. 
Looking into the future of the 
m arket as far as a full year, there 
was little the experts could see to 
cause concern. That very fact in

itself troubled many persons. They 
operated on the theory' that when 
the future looks brightest, then 
search for trouble. 
The more sophisticated in Wall 
Street readily acknowledged that 
booms don’t last forever. However, 
they didn’t anticipate a bust as a 
shaking climax to the boom. 
They felt that the stock market 
should keep step with business it­ 
self, 
avoiding excesses and ex­ 
trem es in price swings either way. 
The year started with a rush of 
trading on the New York Stock 
E x c h a n g e 
that hadn’t 
been 
matched for more than two dec­ 
ades. On 15 of the 20 trading days 
in January, volume was between 
three and five million shares a 
day. The average session this year 
accounted for a little more than 
two and a half million shares. For 
the entire year of 1955, it is esti­ 
mated that more s h a r e s will 
change hands than for any full 
year since 1933, making it the fifth 
busiest year the stock exchange 
ever had. 
As for price movements during 
the year, the m ajor trend was 
sharply higher with five distinct 
reactions. In every case, the m ar­ 
ket r e c o v e r e d completely and 
swiftly. 


NEW YORK 'JO — A peacetime 
consumer shopping spree sent the 
nation’s 1955 retail trade to a hith­ 
erto undreamed-of high of 185 bil­ 
lion dollars. 
That’s the total amount of mon­ 
ey that shoppers plunked down in 
cash or put on the cuff in retail 
establishments this year. 
It eclipsed the previous record 
of $170,741,000,000 set in 1953. It 
represented a thumping gain of 
nine per cent over the 1954 total 
Of $170,640,000,000. 
During most of the year, prices 
of many items sold at retail were 
lower than at any time since Ko­ 
rea. But by Christmas they were 
moving up again. Chances were 
that you’d pay higher prices in 
1956 for almost everything except 
food. 
Much of this year’s record buy­ 
ing was done on the ‘‘easy pay­ 
ment plan.” Consumers hungry for 
the gleaming products of U.S. in­ 
dustry extended their credit to the 
limit; by the end of October they 
were in hock to the tune of nearly 
35 billion dollars, not counting what 
they owed on their homes.

Slugging it out with the depart­ 
ment store was the cut-rate dis­ 
count house, which gained a strong­ 
er foothold in most parts of the 
country. Some 95 per cent of all 
electrical appliances sold in the 
sprawling city of New York were 
moved through discount channels. 
Under increasingly heavy fire 
was the principle of ‘‘fair trade”— 
the theory that the m anufacturer 
of a product has the exclusive 
right to say what its final retail 
price shall be. 
By year’s end, fair trade had 
been outlawed by court decision in 
the state of Nebraska, while the 
pivotal ‘‘non-signer clause” in fair 
trade laws had been ruled invalid 
in 
Arkansas, 
Florida, 
Georgia, 
Michigan and Indiana. Fair trade 
stood upheld, however, in such 


big, rich, heavily-populated states 
as California, Pennsylvania and 
New York. 
M anufacturers found it more dif­ 
ficult to enforce their fair trade 
programs. Westinghouse Electric 


Corp. and W. A. Sheaffer Pen Co. 
abandoned fair trade entirely; o il* 
ers—led by the giant General Elec­ 
tric Co.—continued the fight in 
states where fair trade laws still 
held.
